GENERAL REMARKS. 


The schools for the most part have been successfull; and the 
list of failures will consist of two only. 

The Summer Term of No. 2 closed prematurely. The Winter 
Term of No. 12 gradually diminished until hardly a soul re- 
mained to tell the tale. 

But any one can find much to criticise in our public schools 
without being particularly just or generous. Teachers are far 
from being perfect even when doing their level best. But Pa- 
rents and other Guardians of our free institutions would.do well 
to enter the school room for the seventh time before calling all 
wrong, that which upon more careful examination will prove to 
be nearly‘all right. You will notice in the reports of the sever- 
al schools taken from the Registers, items dropping in like this, 

Instances of tardiness 190, 187, &c. What does this mean? 
well about this—the steam is up and the mill grinds, but the 
hands are in the woods, or likely enough in a snow drift. In 
other words the pupils are not, but the expense is. 

What is even an able Teacher to do, when the scholars are 
scattered along the road, and dropping in upon him in Winter 
blueness, from five minutes past nine until half past ten. 

‘““W hat are we to do about it?” asks one. Why! if the pupils 
can’t get to the school room until 10 o’clock A. M., let ten be the 
hour of opening and pay the Teacher accordingly, for his time is 
worth something to him out of school hours or he isn’t fit to be 
a Teacher. 

Any one who takes pains to visit our schools in the morning 
can see that the first hour is wasted, and we are half inclined to 
include the last hour of the day, on account of dismissals, 

The late scholar drags to his seat, drags through the day, and 
through the term. 

We propose a change of time then, in the opening of the 
schools out of the Village, for a number of reasons. In the 
Winter it is impracticable to commence at 9 o’clock, for this sup- 
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poses a breakfast at eight o’clock and presupposes rising between 
six and seven to “fodder round” &c., this with the thermometer 
at 30 degrees below zero, would make a Horace Mann turn from 
his multiplication table in disgust. 


Again, the room is never warm; and with six children around 
the stove, four in the chair and two or three stamping their feet 
in the back seats, study or even reading is out of the question. 


Again, the moral effect upon these young Citizens, they never 
will “settle”, in fact they are learning how not. to do a thing. 

Why! there is a school in this town, in which tardiness has 
become such a chronic malignity (if we may use a shop expres- 
sion) that the tardy marks amount in a single term to three hun- 
dred, and if you should mention punctuality, the scholars would 
laugh, thinking you were funning. 

You will find by looking at the abstract from the Registers, 
that in Districts Nos. 9, 11 and 12, the instances of tardiness are 
the greatest, as is also the cost per scholar. 

The expense in No. 11 amounts to about eleven dollars each. 

These facts are mentioned for the consideration of those in- 

terested, and we believe there are persons who yet have hope of 
our public schools. We know that many have lost faith, and 
would readily vote the money now raised for school purpo- 
ses, for the enlargement of the Zown Pound or other “incidental 
expenses.” 
- We do not propose to crowd the already abused Teacher by 
paying for only five hours work, for if the morning hour is well 
employed as it should be, upon the text-books, instead of being 
wasted, it would be a loud call for higher wages. 


To those Teachers who are passing round, turning an honest 
penny in the school house, for the want of some decent employ- 
ment, we say “don’t.” The Prudential Committee know you 
already, so that moral courage on the part of the Superintend- 
ing Committee to refuse you a certificate will be no longer 
needed. 

Upon the Parents and Patrons of the schools we have no com- 
pliments to bestow, with barely one exception however. The 
unanimity of District No. 13 during the winter term was sur- 
prising and unexpected. That the Teacher had much to do with 
this may be taken for granted.
